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Foreword 


In  presenting  this  genealogical  and  biographical  history  of  the 
Axtell  family  I  wish  to  say  that  but  few  realize  the  vast  amount  of 
labor  and  no  small  expense  necessary  for  its  accomplishment,  the  hun¬ 
dreds  and  hundreds  of  letters,  the  hours  spent  in  study  of  the  musty 
old  records  of  the  early  generations,  in  checking  of  dates,  in  follow¬ 
ing  down  generation  after  generation  in  all  its  branches  and  compiling 
the  data  in  a  comprehensive  manner,  the  writing  and  re-writing  of 
the  copy  as  additional  information  was  received,  the  preparing  of  the 
final  copy  with  the  proof-reading  and  corrections. 

I  first  became  interested  in  the  Axtell  genealogy  in  general  while 
tracing  my  own  lineage,  finding  so  little  to  build  on,  and  thought  a 
complete  record  should  be  made.  A  search  of  the  genealogical  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  big  libraries  of  New  England,  the  early  home  of  the 
family,  produced  but  little.  Using  this  little  as  a  starting  point  I 
followed  down  to  the  present  as  well  as  traced  back  to  the  beginning. 

I  am  indebted  in  its  preparation  to  Ephraim  S.  Axtell  for  the 
record  of  Maj.  Henry  Axtell  and  his  descendants;  to  Rev.  Seth  J. 
Axtell  for  his  booklet  of  the  first  five  generations  in  America  as  well 
as  some  of  the  English  background;  to  Mrs.  Sarah  L.  (Axtell)  Hall 
for  the  manuscript  of  her  father,  Luther  M.  Axtell ;  to  H.  H.  Mundy 
as  well  as  numerous  booklets  and  manuscripts  generously  loaned ;  also 
to  the  fine  co-operation  of  the  individual  members  of  the  family  at 
large,  particularly  to  the  Rev.  Seth  J.  Axtell,  who  compiled  much  data 
down  to  1900. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  Silas  Blake  Axtell  for  his  untiring  efforts 
as  well  as  his  financial  support,  without  which  the  publication  of  both 
the  Axtell  Tercentenary  and  this  Genealogy  would  not  have  been 
possible.

Gleanings  from  England 
and  Elsewhere 


HE  name  Axtell  is  unquestionably  of  Anglo-Saxon 
origin.  The  earliest  records  appear  in  English 
history  and  are  found  in  London,  Somerset,  and 
Hertford  Counties  under  various  forms  of  spell¬ 
ing:  Axail,  Axell,  Axtil,  Axtill,  Axtel,  Axstell, 
Akstyl,  Akstyle,  Axstyl,  Ackstyl,  Ackstell,  Extell,  Extil, 
Extill,  and  Axtell,  the  last  form  the  most  generally  accepted 
in  America,  with  the  accent  on  the  first  syllable. 

Much  of  the  early  English  history  of  the  Axtell  family 
came  from  Hertford,  a  small  county  lying  west  of  Essex 
and  north  of  Middlesex  county,  some  twenty  miles  from 
London. 

In  1534,  Henry  the  VIII,  King  of  England,  having 
disagreed  with  the  Pope  of  Rome  on  the  divorce  question, 
with  the  consent  of  Parliament  set  up  an  independent 
church  of  which  he  became  head.  Soon  after  he  suppressed 
many  of  the  smaller  monasteries  of  the  country.  At 
Gatesdon,  in  the  northwest  part  of  the  country,  there  was 
a  small  colony  of  the  Augustine  order,  “a  priori  of  twenty 
good  men  (Bon  hommes)”.  This  fell  to  the  King.  Clut- 
terbuck,  the  historian  of  Hertfordshire,  printed  the  instru¬ 
ment,  in  Latin,  by  which  the  Monks  acknowledged  King 
Henry’s  authority  in  all  religious  matters  and  signed  over 
all  their  property  to  His  Majesty.  The  thirteenth  name  on 
the  document  was  that  of  Johannes  Akstyl,  probably  the 
first  mention  of  the  name  of  Axtell  in  history. 

In  the  year  of  1538,  King  Henry  VIII  of  England  de¬ 
creed  that  all  births,  marriags  and  deaths  should  be  re¬ 
corded  in  the  records  of  the  Church.  The  following  entries 


are  found  in  the  records  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Berkham- 
stead:

Y\  illiam  Axtell  and  Joan  Phillips  married  1543. 
(This  is  probably  the  William  of  Bovington  whose  will  was 
probated  in  1568,  and  the  Joan  may  have  been  Joan  Wells, 
also  of  Bovington,  whose  will  dated  1584  and  who  appoint¬ 
ed  her  son  Henry  Axtell  executor.  William  of  Bovington 
left  his  son  John  land  in  Berkhamstead.) 

A  \\  illiam  Axtell,  who  died  1637-38,  mentioned  in  his 
will  rhomasine,  his  wife,  his  sons,  John,  Thomas,  William, 
Daniel  and  Samuel,  and  his  daughter  Sarah  and  his  dead 
brother  Henry. 

Rev.  Seth  J.  Axtell,  after  viewing  the  above  from  every 
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angle,  has  placed  the  last  named  William  as  our  progeni¬ 
tor,  with  children  as  follows :

HE  Axtell  Coat  of  Arms  probably  originated  with 
Col.  Daniel  Axtell  about  1648  or  1650.  Burke’s 
“General  Armory,”  1884,  gives  the  description  as 
follows :  “Azure,  three  axes  argent,  handles  or”, 
a  blue  shield  on  which  are  three  silver  axes  with 
handles  of  gold  and  heads  uppermost,  blades  to  the  left. 
The  Crest  consists  of  two  axes  with  handles  crossed,  blades 
uppermost ;  a  green  wreath  lies  on  the  handles  where  they* 
cross,  and  beneath  is  a  bar  of  blue  and  silver  on  which  the 
handles  rest.  Below  the  bar  is  a  scroll  on  which  is  “Sub 
cruce  glorior”  (I  glory  in  the  Cross). 

The  old  ancestral  home  has  been  visited  by  several  of 
the  American  Axtells,  among  them  Miss  Juliet  Lay  Axtell 
(8-260).  In  writing  to  her  sister  under  date  of  October  4, 
1878,  she  says,  “I  think  it  will  be  neither  a  Tower  letter 
nor  an  Abbey  letter,  but  a  Berkhamstead  letter,  for  yester¬ 
day  I  went  to  my  ancestral  home,  not  that  I  found  any 
Axtells  living  over  here.  I  think  it  evident  that  the  family 
has  died  out,  except  those  who  emigrated  to  America.  The 
Parish  Clerk  recognized  the  name  immediately  because  of 
its  frequent  appearance  on  the  Registry,  and  on  examina¬ 
tion  of  that  most  interesting  book  which  gives  the  registries 
of  marriages,  births,  and  deaths  from  1538  (the  time  when 
registers  were  first  ordered  kept)  down  to  the  present 
time,  we  found  not  only  the  registry  of  the  baptism  of  Col. 
Daniel  Axtell,  the  regicide,  and  of  Thomas  Axtell  (our 
ancestor,  I  believe)  but  of  many  others.  The  first  baptism 
was  in  1539,  of  John  Axtell  “ye  sonne  of  John  Axtell,”  the 
name  being  spelled,  as  you  see,  just  the  same  as  we  spell 
ours.  Then  this  is  followed  by  the  baptism  of  William 
Axtell  (ye  sonne  of  John  Axtell),  two  years  after,  in  1541, 
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but  in  1543  there  is  recorded  the  marriage  of  William 
Axtell  to  Joan  Phillips.  This  William  must  have  been  the 
brother  and  not  the  son  of  John.  I  had  that  old  book  in 
my  hands  and  traced  those  names  with  my  own  fingers 
through  curious  chirography  of  three  hundred  years  ago. 
The  old  book  is  wearing  out  and  a  copy  on  parchment  has 
been  made  which  I  also  handled.  Well,  he  (the  clerk) 
brought  out  a  small  history  of  the  town  to  me,  thinking 
that  I  might  like  to  buy  it  because  it  speaks  of  the  family 
and  makes  very  honorable  mention  of  Col.  Daniel,  calling 
him  a  most  remarkable  man.  Of  course  I  bought  it,  and 
we  have  been  intensely  interested  in  reading  the  history 
of  the  old  town  which  goes  back  to  the  time  of  the  Mercian 
Kings,  who  had  a  castle  as  early  as  690  A.D. 

"Moreover,  before  I  read  it  in  the  book,  the  clerk  told 
me  Col.  Axtell  occupied  the  castle  now  occupied  by  the 
Duke  of  Hamilton  and  built  from  the  ruins  of  the  old 
castle  during  the  Protectorate  of  Cromwell.  Having 
w  andered  around  those  old  walls  awhile,  we  left  them  and 
went  up  the  grand  avenue  of  the  old  spreading  oaks, 
nearby,  up  hill  all  the  way  till  we  came  out  upon  the  court- 
\  ard  of  the  present  castle,  built  partly  of  material  from 
the  old  one  in  Ae  second  year  of  Elizabeth.  I  wish  I  had 
a  picture  of  it,  not  grand,  but  picturesque.  The  part 
occupied  by  Col.  Axtell  is  still  standing,  the  wing  having 
been  destroyed  by  fire  in  1660  and  never  rebuilt.  But 
everything  is  in  perfect  repair,  the  court-yard  filled  with 
flowers  and  urns.” 

A  few  years  ago  Silas  Blake  Axtell  visited  the  old 
ancestral,  home  in  Berkhamstead,  England,  and  made 
several  pictures  of  the  old  castle,  some  of  which  are  shown. 

ANIEL  Axtell,  known  as  the  “regicide,”  was 
baptised  in  St.  Peter’s  Church  on  the  26th  day  of 
May,  1622.  His  father’s  name  was  William.  He 
was  apprenticed,  when  a  youth,  to  a  grocer  in 
YV  elting  Street,  London.  He  was  of  a  nervous, 
earnest,  religious  turn  of  mind;  and  when  the  struggle  of 
Charles  I  and  Parliament  began,  he  warmly  espoused  the 
cause  of  the  latter,  chiefly  on  religious  grounds.  He 
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enlisted  in  the  army  of  Parliament  and  soon  was  promoted 
to  Captain,  Major,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel.  In  1649, 
King  Charles  I  was  summoned  before  the  high  court  of 
justice  sitting  in  Westminster  Hall,  to  answer  to  the  charge 
of  tyranny,  treason,  and  murder.  A  guard  was  detailed 
from  the  army  to  preserve  order  and  repress  violence 
during  the  trial,  with  Col.  Daniel  Axtell  in  command.  In 
calling  over  the  names  of  the  court,  when  the  crier  pro¬ 
nounced  the  name  Fairfax,  Lady  Fairfax  who  was  in  the 
galleries,  cried  out,  “he  has  more  wit  than  to  be  here,”  and 
when  the  charge  was  made  against  the  King,  she  cried  out 
again,  “In  the  name  of  the  people  of  England  not  a  tenth 
part  of  them,”  Col.  Axtell  ordered  to  fire  into  the  place 
whence  these  interruptions  came,  but  on  discovering  who 
it  was  that  offended  withdrew  his  order. 

In  his  own  trial  in  1660,  this  action  of  his  was  brought 
against  him,  and  he  was  also  charged  with  forcing  his  men 
and  others  against  their  will  to  cry  out  “justice”  and 
“execution”  in  order  to  make  it  appear  that  the  soldiers 
and  people  were  demanding  the  death  of  the  King.  As  a 
zealous  supporter  of  Parliament  he  doubtless  used  his 
influence  against  the  King,  but  we  may  surely  acquit  him 
of  bloodthirsty  conduct  at  the  trial  of  Charles  I.  After  his 
condemnation,  he  prayed  for  the  false  witness  who  testified 
against  him.  Ludlow,  then  the  Parliament  General,  who 
afterwards  commanded  in  Ireland,  has  this  notice  of  him : 
“Col.  Daniel  Axtell  has  been  Captain,  Major,  and  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Col.  in  a  regiment  of  foot,  in  the  last  of  which 
employment  he  had  assisted  in  the  trial  and  execution  of 
the  late  King.  When  Lieut.  General  Cromwell  was  sent 
by  Parliament  into  Ireland  against  the  rebels,  the  regi¬ 
ment  in  which  Col.  Axtell  served  was  drawn  by  lot  for  that 
expedition;  he  cheerfully  undertook  the  employment  and 
for  his  fidelity  and  courage  was  soon  preferred  to  the  head 
of  his  regiment,  and  not  long  after  was  made  Governor  of 
Kilkenny.  In  this  station  he  showed  a  more  than  ordinary 
zeal  in  punishing  those  Irish  who  had  been  guilty  of 
murdering  the  Protestants.” 
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Doubtless  the  Colonel  was  a  little  severe  in  his  work ; 
the  temper  of  the  times  was  cruel  and  vindictive,  and  the 
extreme  Puritan  party  to  which  he  belonged  looked  with 
intense  animosity  upon  the  Papacy  and  all  its  designs. 
Clarendon,  the  royal  historian,  charged  him  with  inflict¬ 
ing  “wanton  and  barbarous  cruelties  upon  the  Irish 
people.”  History,  however,  shows  that  wanton  and 
barbarous  cruelties  had  been  inflicted  only  a  little  earlier 
by  the  Papal  partisans  in  Ireland  upon  the  Protestant 
inhabitants,  and  soldiers  of  Cromwell  regarded  themselves 
as  avenging  their  slaughtered  brethren.  Col.  Axtell’s  own 
view  of  his  actions  in  Ireland  is  given  in  Cobbett’s  “Trials 
of  State.”  Cobbett  says  of  him :  “having  given  an  account 
when  in  prison  to  some  persons  for  their  satisfaction  about 
his  proceedings  in  Ireland,  he  said,  T  can  say  in  humility 
that  God  did  use  me  as  an  instrument  in  my  place  for  the 
suppressing  of  that  bloodthirsty  enemy,  and  when  I 
considered  the  bloody  cruelty  in  murdering  so  many 
thousands  of  Protestants  and  innocent  souls,  that  word 
was  on  my  heart,’  ‘give  her  blood  to  drink  for  she  is 
worthy,’  and  ‘sometimes  we  neither  gave  nor  took 
quarter.’  ”  One  author  says  Henry  Cromwell,  who  was 
appointed  Governor  of  Ireland  in  1656,  gave  such  offense 
to  the  Puritans,  and  especially  to  the  Ana-Baptists,  that 
many  of  the  officers  sent  in  their  resignations  and  among 
them  was  Col.  Axtell.  His  resignation  was  dated  Novem¬ 
ber  28,  1656;  however,  he  seems  to  have  served  again  in 
Ireland  under  Ludlow  and  to  have  commanded  one 
division  of  the  Irish  brigade.

Upon  the  return  of  Charles  II  in  March,  1660,  Col. 
Axtell  joined  General  Lambert,  who  was  endeavoring  to 
raise  a  force  to  oppose  the  re-establishment  of  monarchy. 
But  the  tide  had  turned  and  Lambert’s  troops  of  horse, 
finding  themselves  unsupported  by  the  people,  quietly 
dispersed.  The  Colonel  was  soon  apprehended  and  put  on 
trial  for  treason.  He  defended  himself  with  great  skill  and 
persistence,  quoting  from  the  statutes  and  pleading  that 
what  he  had  done  had  been  as  a  soldier  under  orders  from 
his  superior  whom  he  must  obey  on  pain  of  death. 
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“I  came  to  the  trial  of  Charles  I,”  he  said,  “not 
voluntarily,  but  by  command  of  the  General,  who  had  a 
commission  from  Parliament.  I  was  no  councillor,  no 
contriver,  I  was  no  parliamentary  man,  none  of  the  judges, 
none  that  sentenced,  signed,  none  that  had  a  hand  in  the 
execution,  only  that  which  is  charged  is  that  I  was  an 
officer  in  the  army.”  The  Chief  Justice  complimented  him 
on  his  manifest  diligence  in  the  study  of  law,  but  with  his 
associates  overruled  his  plea,  deciding  that  the  command 
of  a  superior  officer  constituted  no  excuse,  for  the  superior 
officer  whom  he  obeyed  was  a  traitor  and  all  that  joined 
him  were  traitors. 

The  result  was  certain  from  the  first.  The  prisoner, 
finding  his  argument  of  no  avail,  said,  “I  leave  all  to  the 
jury  in  whose  hands  I  and  my  little  ones  and  my  family 
are  left.”  The  jury  as  well  as  the  court  could  be  trusted 
for  their  part,  and  so  they  brought  in  a  verdict  of  guilty. 
The  old  account  goes  on  to  say,  “returning  from  his  trial 
at  court  to  his  prison  with  a  cheerful  countenance  and  his 
wife  coming  to  him  full  of  trouble,  he  said  to  her  ‘not  a 
tear,  wife,  what  hurt  can  they  have  done  me,  to  send  me 
sooner  to  heaven.’  ” 

“In  prayer  he  laid  all  his  comfort  in  the  blood  of  the 
crucified  Christ  and  upon  the  covenant  of  free  grace,  and 
did  heartily  desire  pardon  for  all  his  judges,  jury  and  those 
false  witnesses.”  His  daughter  coming  to  him  he  said, 
“where  hast  thou  been  all  this  while,  I  thought  thou  hadst 
been  ashamed  of  my  chains  but  they  that  will  not  bear  the 
cross  shall  not  wear  the  crown.”  “Bid  our  friends,”  he 
said,  “keep  close  to  Christ  and  love  the  image  of  Christ 
wherever  they  see  it,  in  the  Presbyterian,  Independent, 
Baptist,  or  others.”  Speaking  of  his  faith,  he  said,  “I 
believe  in  all  the  things  written  in  the  Old  and  New  Testa¬ 
ments  as  the  principles  and  doctrines  of  a  believer’s  faith. 
I  believe  the  blessed  ordinances  of  Christ,  that  it  is  our 
duty  to  hear  the  word  preached,  to  seek  unto  God  in  prayer 
and  to  perform  family  duties  and  walk  in  communion  of 
the  saints.  For  my  part,  I  am  a  member  of  a  congregation 
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of  which  I  judge  to  be  the  way  of  Christ  which  is  the  com¬ 
pany  of  men  born  again  by  His  grace  that  walk  in  the  way 
of  Christ  blameless  and  harmless/’ 

His  execution  occurred  at  Tyburn,  October  19,  1660. 
Francis  Hacker  was  executed  with  him,  and  Colonel 
Axtell,  at  Hacker’s  request  offered  prayer  for  both.  One 
portion  of  the  prayer  was  filled  with  earnest  pleadings  for 
the  people  standing  near,  for  the  City  of  London,  for  the 
magistrates  and  hangman  and  for  the  Chief  Magistrate  of 
the  nation.  The  prayer  was  offered  while  he  stood  in  the 
chief  hangman’s  cart  with  a  rope  a  round  his  neck.  After 
it  was  all  over,  no  one  was  found  to  put  forward  the  horse, 
the  cartman  saying,  “that  he  would  lose  both  the  cart  and 
the  horse  before  he  would  have  a  hand  in  hanging  such  a 
man.”  The  great  crowd  of  spectators  behaved  civilly. 
Only  two  cried  out,  “hang  them,  hang  the  rogues,  traitors, 
murderers,”  whereupon  a  man  desired  them  to  be  civil, 
and  they  were  silent  and  gave  attention  to  Col.  Axtell’s 
speech  and  prayer  at  which  they  were  very  much  affected. 

ESIDES  the  daughter  already  mentioned,  the 
Colonel  had  a  young  son  and  possibly  other 
children.  The  son  was  probably  the  William 
Axtell  of  Jamaica,  who  is  mentioned  in  1683. 
The  next  in  this  line  is  a  Daniel  Axtell, 
(supposed  to  be  a  son  of  the  above  mentioned  William) 
who  acquired  a  large  fortune  in  trade  in  Jamaica;  and, 
visiting  New  Jersey,  purchased  a  great  tract  of  land  in 
Somerset  County,  extending  from  the  east  line  of  Bed- 
minster  tp.  to  Lamington  River,  north  of  the  North 
Branch  of  the  Raritan.  The  following  quotation  from 
(Crumrine  1882)  the  History  of  Washington  County,  Pa., 
seems  to  coincide  in  part  at  least:  “Maj.  Daniel  Axtell  was 
the  original  purchaser  of  land  acquired  by  ‘East  and  West 
Jersey’  in  1682.  About  the  year  1740,  he  purchased  2,000 
acres  in  what  is  now  Bedminster  tp.,  Somerset  County,  N. 
J.  He  died  within  the  next  ten  years  and  his  son  William 
came  into  possession;  he  sold  a  part  in  1750  and  a  part  in 
1760.  This  William  Axtell  was  born  in  Jamaica,  W.I., 
about  1720.  He  came  to  New  Jersey  about  1746  to  dispose

of  some  of  his  holdings  and  he  soon  found  a  place  in  high 
society  in  New  York  City.  Winning  the  affections  of  a 
daughter  of  Abraham  DePeyster,  he  ran  away  with  and 
married  her.  He  was  known  as  “William  the  Gay.”  He 
lived  in  a  fine  mansion  on  Broadway  as  well  as  maintain¬ 
ing  a  country  seat  in  Flatbush,  Long  Island.  From  the 
time  of  his  marriage,  he  was  both  politically  and  socially 
prominent  in  city  life. 

As  the  Revolution  approached,  he  was  at  first  favor¬ 
able  to  the  colonial  party,  but  when  the  struggle  finally 
opened  he  took  sides  with  the  mother  country.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  council  in  1776,  and  when  examined  by  the 
Whig  committee  in  that  year  he  stated  the  bulk  of  his 
property  was  in  England  and  the  West  Indies.  In  report¬ 
ing  his  case  to  the  Provincial  Congress,  the  committee 
remarked  that  they  believed  him  to  be  a  gentleman  of  high 
honor  and  integrity.  He  became  a  Tory,  and  was  com¬ 
missioned  Colonel  of  a  corps  of  loyalists  by  Sir  William 
Howe.  In  1793,  his  furniture  was  confiscated  and  sold  at 
auction  in  New  York.  He  went  to  England  and  was  in¬ 
demnified  for  his  losses  by  the  British  Government.  He 
died  at  Beaumont  Cottage,  Surrey,  in  1795,  aged  75.  He 
left  no  issue,  but  while  in  New  York  adopted  a  daughter, 
Miss  Shipton,  a  relative,  who  married  Maj.  Giles  of  the 
Continental  Army.  (See  Sabines  American  Loyalists.) 

In  1678,  another  Daniel  Axtell,  probably  a  son  of  Col. 
Daniel,  left  England  in  company  with  many  others  of 
Puritanic  tendencies  on  account  of  the  oppression  and 
indignities  to  which  they  were  subjected  by  the  law  and 
government  of  the  country.  August  13,  1678,  before 
leaving  England,  he  made  a  will  in  which  he  remembers 
his  children:  Sibella,  Sibyl,  Daniel,  Mary,  Holland, 
Rebecca,  Elizabeth  and  Ann.  Of  these,  only  one  of  age,  he 
made  his  wife,  “Rebeckah”  “his  full  and  whole  executrix,” 
Henry  Danvers,  Esq.  and  William  Pennington,  his  friends, 
were  to  assist  his  wife  “in  gathering  in  the  estate  from 
abroad  and  advising  and  helping  her  disposing  of  it  when 
at  home.”  (N.  E.  His.  &  Gen.  Rec.  Vol.  44,  p58.)  A  grant 
of  3,000  acres  in  South  Carolina  was  made  to  him  Decem- 
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ber  13,  1680.  His  son  started  for  South  Carolina  about 
that  time,  but  died  on  the  way  over  and  was  buried  at  sea. 
The  father  appears  at  that  date  to  have  been  in  England, 
but  later  was  again  in  South  Carolina  in  the  movement  to 
establish  a  colony  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  leaders. 


OHN  Locke,  the  celebrated  philosopher,  drew  up  a 
form  of  government  for  the  proprietors  called 
“The  Grand  Model.”  It  was  a  creation  struck 
from  the  brain  of  an  idealist,  with  as  little  fitness 

. —  for  actual  life  as  can  be  imagined.  One  of  the 

chief  orders  of  nobility  was  to  consist  of  Landgraves,  and 
one  of  the  twelve  who  held  this  position  was  Daniel  Axtell. 
Lienee,  his  widow  was  called  “Lady  Axtell.”  He  died  in 
1686,  and  his  son  Holland  became  Landgrave  in  his  place. 
The  latter  died  in  1692,  and  with  him  the  hopes  of  con¬ 
tinuing  the  name  perished  in  South  Carolina.  Lady 
Axtell,  however,  and  several  of  her  daughters  still  survived. 
One  of  them,  Elizabeth,  married  Joseph  Blake,  the  great 
English  Admiral  and  naval  warrior  of  Cromwell’s  time. 
Rebecca  married  John  Moore,  who  later  moved  to  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  became  Attorney-General  and  King’s  collector 
of  Pennsylvania.  She  died  in  Moore’s  Hall,  Philadelphia, 
December  21,  1749. 


When  Daniel  Axtell  (3-5)  of  Massachusetts  went  to 
South  Carolina,  he  settled  near  Lady  Axtell  on  Ashley 
River.  He  operated  a  saw  mill  of  which  he  was  part  owner, 
and  had  various  transactions  with  her  which  are  still  on 
record  in  an  old  account  book.  In  1720  she  made  her  will, 
remembering  him  as  her  kinsman,  thus  establishing  the 
relationship. 

William  Axtell  of  Dunstable,  England,  wrote  in  1878, 
“There  is  no  doubt  that  Thomas  Axtell,  progenitor  of  the 
Axtell  family  in  America,  and  Daniel  Axtell,  the  regicide, 
were  brothers  to  my  progenitor,  Samuel,  as  appears  to 
have  the  same  father,  viz.  William.”  Descendants  of  this 
William  of  Dunstable,  England,  are  at  present  living  in  the 
vicinitv  of  Boston,  Mass. 
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Record  has  been  found  in  England  of  a  will  of  one 
Nathaniel  Axtell  of  Hertfordshire,  dated  August  17,  1639, 
which  states  his  intentions  of  going  to  New  England  and 
names  his  brothers,  Thomas  and  Daniel,  and  three  sisters, 
Joane,  Ann  and  Sarah.  This  seems  to  coincide  with  the 
early  record  of  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  In  1639  or  1640 
he  decided  to  return  to  England,  going  to  Boston  to 
embark,  died  while  awaiting  sailing,  and  the  court  at  New 
Haven  settled  his  estate.  This  gives  rise  to  the  oft- 
repeated  story  of  three  brothers  coming  to  America,  one 
in  Massachusetts,  one  in  Connecticut,  and  one  in  South 
Carolina. 

Among  the  passengers  of  the  barque  “Globe”  of 
London  for  Virginia  in  1636,  was  the  name  of  Thomas 
Axtell,  aged  35.  We  find  no  further  record  of  him.

FIRST  GENERATION 


1  Thomas,  son  of  William  and  Thomasine  Axtell, 
was  baptised  in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Berkhamstead,  Hert¬ 
fordshire,  England,  January  26,  1619  (N.S.).  His  father 

died  in  1638.  He  married  Mary - probably  in  1638; 

two  children  were  born  to  them  in  England,  and  their 
baptism  is  recorded  in  St.  Peter’s.  They  left  England  as 
early  as  1643,  for  in  October  of  that  year  Thomas 
purchased  five  acres  of  land  in  Sudbury,  Massachusetts,  of 
Edmond  Rice,  who  himself  had  come  from  Berkhamstead 
five  years  earlier.  This  land  is  described  as  “lying  in  ye 
south  part  of  ye  town-bounds,  the  southwest  side  lying  to 
the  commons  and  joined  to  the  land  of  Edmond  Rice, 
southward  and  northward  to  the  highway  leading  from 
Sudbury  to  Mr.  Dunston’s  farm.”  This  is  what  is  now 
Wayland  near  “The  Five  Paths.”  Thomas  took  the  oath  of 
fidelity  July  8,  1645.  He  died  in  March,  1646,  and  was 
buried  the  8th  of  that  month.  The  following  is  the  inven¬ 
tory  of  Thomas  Axtell  of  Sudbury,  lately  deceased,

Edmond  Rice  bought  back  the  land,  six  acres,  and  dwell¬ 
ing  house.  This  was  near  the  spring. 

The  story  told  in  those  words  is  short,  indeed,  but  we 
are  permitted  to  see  what  it  stands  for.  The  young 
Englishman  was  a  soldier  or  at  least  trained  to  arms ;  he 
was  of  strong  puritanical  leanings,  like  his  brother  Daniel 
the  regicide.  With  his  wife  and  two  little  ones  he  followed 
his  neighbor  across  the  sea  to  make  his  home  in  a  frontier 
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settlement  of  New  England.  Scarcely  had  he  set  up  his 
rooftree  in  the  wilderness  when  hardships  and  exposure 
struck  him  down. 

With  his  last  breath  he  leaves  his  little  all  for  the  help¬ 
less  group  about  his  death  bed.  Mary,  the  widow  of 
Thomas,  appears  to  have  married  John  Maynard,  a 
widower  with  a  boy  of  eight,  on  June  16,  1646.

SECOND  GENERATION 


2-2  Henry  (Thomas  1 )  was  born  in  England  and  was 
christened  in  Berkhamstead  on  October  15,  1641.  He  was 
a  boy  of  live  when  his  father  died.  In  1660  a  tract  of  land 
lying  west  of  Sudbury  was  incorporated  as  a  town  by  the 
name  of  Marlboro.  Edmond  Rice,  before  mentioned,  was 
a  prime  mover  in  the  formation  of  the  new  town.  Henry 
Axtell,  then  only  nineteen,  became  one  of  the  proprietors 
and  received  fifteen  acres  of  land  in  the  central  part  of  the 
town  as  his  portion  for  what  was  called  “a  house  lot.” 
Besides  this,  he  probably  had  a  portion  of  meadow  and 
other  out-lying  land.  On  June  14,  1665,  he  married 
Hannah,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Susan  Merriam  who 
came  from  Kent,  England,  in  the  ship  “Castle”  in  1638. 
She  was  born  in  Concord,  Massachusetts,  July  14,  1645. 
In  the  spring  of  1676  the  Indians,  led  by  King  Phillip  of 
Mount  Hope,  Rhode  Island,  made  a  general  war  on  the 
white  settlements.  They  attacked  several  of  the  smaller 
places  in  the  interior  of  Massachusetts  and  killed  many  of 
the  settlers;  among  those  from  Marlboro  was  Henry 
Axtell. 

The  inventory  of  his  property  is  dated  April  1,  1676. 
The  famous  Sudbury  fight,  when  the  captain  and  his  men 
were  caught  in  ambush  by  the  Indians  and  many  of  them 
were  slain,  took  place  three  weeks  after  the  death  of  Henry 
Axtell.  His  widow  married  Will  Taylor  July  16,  1677.

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THIRD  GENERATION 

3-4  Thomas  (Henry  2-2)  born  in  Marlboro,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  April  16,  1672,  married  Sarah  Barker  of  Con¬ 
cord,  November  2,  1697,  and  lived  in  the  east  part  of  Marl¬ 
boro  until  1730  when  he  moved  to  Grafton,  Massachu¬ 
setts.  He  was  a  Selectman  there  in  1736-37  and  later  a 
member  of  the  School  Committee.  He  died  December  18, 
1750.  His  wife  died  June  26,  1747.  The  Marlboro  rec¬ 
ords  show  that  he  had  a  part  in  a  controversy  which  shook 
the  whole  town.  He,  with  about  half  of  the  people,  op¬ 
posed  the  settlement  of  a  certain  minister.  Later  when 
in  Grafton  he  was  a  leader  in  church  affairs,  and  after¬ 
wards  carried  on  quite  a  controversy  with  the  minister  and 
others.  A  tendency  to  do  their  own  thinking  in  religion 
and  politics  has  always  been  a  characteristic  of  the  Axtells. 
A  tradition  is  handed  down  of  a  saying  of  this  Thomas. 
Two  of  his  sons  took  opposite  directions:  one  became  a 
fervent  supporter  of  the  New  Light  doctrines  (as  they 
were  called)  ;  the  other  was  adverse  to  religion.  The 
father  is  said  to  have  remarked,  “One  of  my  sons  is  over 
much  religious  ;  the  other  is  over  much  wicked.”  In  Marl¬ 
boro,  Thomas  lived  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  near 
what  is  known  as  the  Warren  school  house.  In  Grafton, 
he  located  first  about  a  mile  northeast  of  the  Center,  but 
in  old  age  he  sold  his  farm  and  went  to  live  with  his  son 
Thomas  on  the  place  now  owned  by  his  descendants.

In  his  diary  he  records  a  very 
hospitable  reception  by  Lady  Axtell,  widow  of  Landgrave 
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Daniel  Axtell,  who  went  from  England  to  South  Carolina 
about  1680.  Probably  Daniel  Axtell  of  Massachusetts 
accompanied  Mr.  Pratt  on  one  of  his  earlier  voyages  to 
South  Carolina.  May  12,  1702,  he  married  Thankful,  the 
daughter  of  Elder  Pratt,  and  lived  in  South  Carolina  until 
about  1707,  when  he  returned  to  Massachusetts  and  set¬ 
tled  in  “that  part  of  Bridgewater  which  afterward  became  - 
Abbington.”  He  bought  one-half  of  the  “Briggs  grant” 
(by  Plymouth  Co.  in  1664) .  On  January  30,  1712,  he  sold 
his  farm  and  moved  to  Taunton,  that  part  which  after¬ 
ward  became  Dighton  or  Berkley  (see  record  of  will  at 
Taunton,  1735-36). 

A  release  dated  March  16,  1703,  from  Daniel  of  South 
Carolina,  County  of  Bartley  on  the  Ashley  River,  made 
out  in  favor  of  his  brother  Thomas  of  Massachusetts,  es¬ 
tablishes  relationship  between  the  two.  Lady  Axtell  in  her 
will  of  April  5,  1720,  says,  “I  give  unto  my  kinsman  Dan¬ 
iel  Axtell  of  New  England  three  hundred  (300)  acres  of 
land  and  to  his  son  Daniel  two  hundred  (200)  acres.”  This 
establishes  a  relationship  between  the  two  families.  Daniel 
died  in  January,  1735.  Some  time  later  (the  exact  date  I 
have  been  unable  to  determine)  we  find  the  widow,  Thank¬ 
ful,  in  New  Jersey,  as  will  be  seen  by  her  will.  “WILL 
of  Thankful  Axtell  of  Mendham,  Morris  Co.,  N.  J. ; 
widow; — children:  Ebenezer,  deceased  son  Thomas, 
Thankful  Briggs,  and  Rebecca  Cook;  Grandchildren:

They  located  about  two  miles  south¬ 
east  of  where  the  village  of  Mendham  now  stands.  This 
migration  must  have  taken  place  in  1740  or  ’41,  and  the 
township  of  Mendham  was  organized  in  1749.  This  is  the 
first  movement  of  the  Axtells  toward  the  setting  sun.  In 
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the  “History  of  Morris  Co.”  he  was  spoken  of  as  “Henry 
the  blacksmith.”  He  continued  to  work  at  his  trade  until 
1754,  when  he  died,  aged  38  years,  leaving  a  widow  and  six 
children.  Jemima  afterwards  married  a  Mr.  Lumm,  and 
had  several  children.  She  lived  to  a  great  age,  more  than  90, 
and  died  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Japhet  Byram,  a  mile  north 
of  the  village  of  Mendham.  “New  Jersey  Abstract  of  Wills, 
Vol.  3,  p  17,  p  68”  "‘1754,  Nov.  26.  Henry  Axtell  of  Mend- 
ham,  Adonis  Co.  will  of — wife  Jemima,  Children,  Henry

Real  and  personal  property.”  Ex.  Ebenezer  Byram,  John 
Carey,  Isaac  Babbitt,  and  Thomas  Briggs  of  Mendham.

5-20  Henry  (Henry  4-13)  b.  in  Plymouth  Co.  Mass., 
March  16,  1738.  When  he  was  about  three  years  old, 
his  father  moved  to  Morris  Co.,  N.J.  Here  Henry  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life  as  a  farmer.  He  was  married  (1) 
to  Mary  Beach  on  June  18, 1760,  and  settled  on  a  farm  four 
miles  east  of  Mendham.  This  farm  remained  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  his  descendants  until  1841.  The  family  were 
Presbyterians.  In  1766  his  wife  died,  leaving  him  with 
three  small  children.  Not  far  from  him  lived  a  young  wid¬ 
ow,  Phebe  Day  (maiden  name,  born  Condit)  who  came 
from  one  of  the  most  prominent  families  in  Morris  Co.; 
was  the  widow  of  Silas  Day;  she  was  born  June  25,  1740. 
Not  long  after  the  death  of  Mary  he  asked  her  to  become 
the  mother  of  his  three  small  children.  She  frankly  con- 
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fessed  that  she  had  a  tender  regard  for  him  personally, 
and  would  not  object  to  matrimony  if  it  were  not  for  his 
children,  but  she  had  serious  doubts  and  grave  apprehen¬ 
sions  about  entering  into  the  responsible  position  of  step¬ 
mother  to  those  children.  When  Henry  heard  this  de¬ 
claration,  he  rose  to  depart,  saying:  “Now  I  know  what 
I’ll  do:  I’ll  go  right  home  and  kill  those  children.”  When 
the  widow  heard  this,  well,  they  were  married  Jan.  7,  1767, 
in  Morristown,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Timothy  Johnes,  and  lived 
together  until  April  6,  1818,  when  he  died.  He  was  buried 
in  the  Presbyterian  church  yard  at  Mendham.  She  sur¬ 
vived  her  husband  more  than  eleven  years,  dying  at  the 
home  of  her  daughter,  Rhoda  Cory,  near  Morristown,  July 
6,  1829,  aged  89  years.  Henry  Axtell  was  a  man  of  prom¬ 
inence  and  influence  in  the  section  of  the  country  in  which 
he  lived.  When  the  Revolutionary  War  broke  out,  he  took 
a  decided  stand  for  independence  of  the  colonies,  and  was 
a  sterling  patriot  throughout  the  struggle.  He  held  the  rank 
of  Major  in  the  “Minute  Men”  in  Morris  Co.,  N.J.,  and  was 
always  called  “The  Old  Major.”  The  Major  was  a  large, 
heavily  built  man,  with  an  uncommonly  large  head  cov¬ 
ered  with  brown  curling  hair.  He  had  a  voice  that  has 
been  heard  a  mile  away.  He  was  a  man  of  great  humor,  and 
enjoyed  nothing  better  than  a  good  joke.  Phebe  was  a 
woman  of  energy  and  intelligence,  and  possessed  a  bet¬ 
ter  education  than  the  average  woman  of  the  community 
in  which  she  lived.

Dix;  also  mentioned  “payroll  for  6  month  men  raised 
by  town  of  Berkley  for  service  in  Continental  Army  Dur¬ 
ing  1780.”  In  1778  Samuel  Axter  is  credited  as  a  soldier 
to  Scituate,  Mass.,  age  22 ;  stature  5  ft.  8  in.,  complexion 
light.”  If  Axter  means  Axtell,  this  may  be  Samuel  5-32 
but  why  is  he  credited  to  Scituate  instead  of  Berkley?  Aft- 
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er  the  Revolution  he  went  to  Chester,  Vt.,  and  settled  in 
what  was  then  a  wilderness.  He  saw  service  in  the  war 
of  1812.  About  1785  he  married  Celia  Dean  of  Taunton, 
Mass.,  who  died  Dec.  5,  1806.  His  second  wife  was  Mar¬ 
tha  Earl,  who  died  Aug.  26,  1859.  Samuel  died  July  6,

Working  day  and  night,  he  finally 
succumbed  to  it  himself  and  was  successfully  treated  by  his 
son,  William  H.,  who  had  followed  his  father  in  the  pro¬ 
fession.  He  was  known  the  country  over  as  “The  Old  Doc¬ 
tor.”  He  died  Nov.  4,  1864,  the  first  of  three  generations 
of  doctors.  His  wife  survived  him  several  years,  dying 
April  8,  1885.  “The  Old  Doctor”  was  an  active  member 
of  the  first  medical  society  in  that  county  and  was  elected 
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its  president  in  1844.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  second 
medical  association  of  Mercer  Co.,  organized  in  June  1848. 
He  served  as  president  of  this  association  also.  His  son 
W.  H.  is  also  listed  as  a  member.  He  retired  from  active 
practice  in  1852,  succeeded  by  his  son.

Later,  Mr.  Axtell  was  one  of  the  volunteers  who 
united  to  resist  the  Indians,  he  was  appointed  quarter¬ 
master,  and  was  in  command  of  the  fort  at  Grand  Mound 
during  the  uprising.  Both  he  and  his  wife  of  strong  moral 
Christian  character,  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.

He  also 
wrote  many  sermons,  essays,  and  poems  for  religious  peri¬ 
odicals.  As  administrator  of  funds  for  the  assistance  of 
ministerial  students,  he  was  a  kind  counselor  for  many 
young  men.  At  home  he  was  an  ideal  husband  and  father. 
Quiet,  gentle,  modest,  considerate,  he  was  greatly  admired 
and  loved  by  all  who  knew  him  well.  While  he  was  a  col- 
lege  student  he  became  interested  in  Daniel  Axtell,  the 
regicide  of  King  Charles  I,  and  Cromwell’s  lieutenant,  and 
began  to  investigate  a  possible  relationship  with  him.  For 
years  he  searched  through  libraries,  and  corresponded  with 
Axtells  in  England  and  America.  Just  before  his  death 
he  completed  a  genealogical  manuscript,  which  he  hoped 
to  publish  and  to  which  the  information  in  this  volume  is 
partly  due.

SUPREME  COURT  JUSTICE  SAMUEL  BEACH  AXTELL  (8-214)

Mich,  We  have  from  the  pen  of  Ralph  Emerson  Twitchell 
the  following:  Samuel  Beach  Axtell  was  born  in  Frank¬ 
lin  County,  Ohio,  October  14,  1819.  An  ancestor  was  an 
officer  in  the  Revolutionary  army  and  his  grandfather  was 
a  Colonel  of  a  New  Jersey  regiment  during  the  war  of  1812. 
His  father  was  a  farmer.  Governor  Axtell  was  a  graduate 
of  the  Western  Reserve  College  at  Oberlin  and  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  bar  in  Ohio.  In  1851  he  went  to  California 
and  engaged  in  gold  mining  and  upon  the  organization  of 
counties  of  the  state  was  elected  district  attorney  of  Ama¬ 
dor  county,  holding  this  office  three  terms.  He  removed 
to  San  Francisco  in  1860,  was  elected  to  congress  in  1866 
and  1868  as  a  democrat.  He  changed  his  political  faith  at 
this  time  and  allied  himself  with  the  republican  party  of 
which  he  was  a  staunch  supporter  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
In  1874  he  was  appointed  governor  of  Utah  by  President 
Grant  and  in  the  following  year  was  transferred  to  New 
Mexico,  being  inaugurated  governor  July  30,  1875.  He 
was  superseded  in  this  position  by  General  Lew  Wallace, 
appointed  by  President  Hayes  in  1878.  In  1882  he  was 
appointed  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  New  Mex¬ 
ico,  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  in  August  of  that 
year.  In  1885,  Grover  Cleveland  having  been  elected 
president,  he  resigned  the  office  in  May  of  that  year.  He 
was  a  man  of  high  principles,  absolutely  without  fear.  On 
the  bench  he  endeavored  at  all  times  to  secure  what  he  saw 
fit  to  designate  as  “substantial  justice”  for  all  litigants,  and 
judicial  precedents  which  interfered  with  the  main  object 
of  trials  in  his  court,  or  with  equity  from  his  standpoint, 
were  ruthlessly  cast  aside.  In  1890  he  was  elected  chair¬ 
man  of  the  territorial  republican  committee.  He  died 
August  7,  1891,  at  Morristown,  New  Jersey.  Conditions, 
methods,  and  practices  obtaining  in  the  courts  of  New 
Mexico  during  Judge  AxtelPs  incumbency,  and  the  fear¬ 
less  character  of  this  jurist  are  well  exemplified  in  the  re¬ 
lation  of  incidents  occurring  in  one  or  two  cases  tried  before 
him.  In  a  celebrated  criminal  trial  at  Las  Vegas,  although 
Judge  Axtell  had  been  warned  that  his  life  would  be  for¬ 
feited  if  he  dared  to  sit  in  the  case,  promptly  on  time  he 
opened  court.  On  this  occasion  he  compelled  the  sheriff 
to  search  all  of  the  court  attendants  and  the  spectators  be- 
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fore  he  allowed  the  case  to  proceed.  As  a  result  forty-two 
revolvers  were  piled  on  the  table,  some  having  been  taken 
from  the  attorneys  in  the  case.  Each  man  carrying  a 
weapon  into  the  court  room  was  fined  ten  dollars  for  con¬ 
tempt  of  court,  and  no  show  of  resistance  was  made  when 
the  fine  was  collected. 

In  another  case  before  him  the  defendant,  a  poor  young 
man,  whose  farm  was  in  jeopardy,  had  no  attorney.  See¬ 
ing  that  the  case  was  going  against  the  man  unless  he  could 
obtain  legal  counsel,  Judge  Axtell  descended  from  the 
bench  and  began  conducting  the  cross-examination  with 
the  remark:  “It  takes  thirteen  men  to  steal  a  poor  boy's 
farm  in  New  Mexico.”  Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  evidence,  he  instructed  the  jury  to  find  a  ver¬ 
dict  in  behalf  of  the  defendant.  When  the  foreman  an¬ 
nounced  a  disagreement,  the  judge  discharged  the  jury, 
announced  a  verdict  in  behalf  of  the  defendant,  and  told 
the  sheriff  never  to  allow  any  one  of  the  discharged  jury¬ 
men  to  serve  again  in  Miguel  county.  His  wife  died  in 
July  1893.

In  a  little  log  house  on  this  clearing  the  family  lived  the 
next  seventeen  years,  depending  for  their  support  on  the 
produce  of  their  land.  These  circumstances  compelled  the 
boy  to  assume  the  duties  of  manhqod  much  before  his  years 
would  warrant,  and  to  forego  the  education  he  so  much 
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craved.  In  October  1860,  taking  his  wife,  mother  and  sis¬ 
ter,  he  moved  to  Tipton,  Iowa.  In  August  1864,  he 
shouldered  a  Springfield  rifle  and  marched  to  the  front 
with  Co.  G,  15th  Iowa  Inf.,  was  with  Sherman  on  his 
Adarch  to  the  Sea,  rounded  up  at  New  York  the  next  spring, 
and  marched  in  “The  Grand  Review”  at  Washington  at 
the  close  of  the  war.  After  returning  from  the  war  (1866) 
he  moved  to  Deep  River,  Iowa,  and  engaged  in  the  mer¬ 
cantile  business,  beginning  with  four  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  goods  and  gradually  increased  his  possessions  till 
1879,  when  he  moved  to  Axtell,  Kansas,  where  he  also 
established  himself  in  the  general  merchandise  and  lumber 
business.  He  was  Postmaster  for  many  years  in  Deep 
River,  Iowa,  before  going  to  Kansas.  In  1887  he  disposed 
of  his  interests  in  Axtell,  Kansas,  and  moved  to  Blue 
Rapids,  a  nearby  town.  Here  he  was  interested  in  many 
projects ;  besides  engaging  in  the  lumber  business  he  owned 
and  operated  two  farms  of  960  acres,  stocked  with  cattle 
and  sheep,  was  instrumental  in  the  organization  of  two 
large  plaster  mills,  one  of  which  he  was  superintendent  and 
the  other  general  manager.  He  was  a  life-long  Presbyter¬ 
ian,  active  in  all  church  work,  a  prohibitionist  in  the  strict¬ 
est  sense,  a  staunch  advocate  for  and  a  tireless  worker  for 
the  prohibition  amendment  in  Kansas,  and  a  close  person¬ 
al  friend  of  Gov.  John  P.  St.  John  and  co-operated  with 
him  in  his  reform  movement.  He  was  full  of  good  works, 
a  strenuous  advocate  of  pure  morals.  He  was  deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  Axtell  genealogy,  and  gathered  much  material 
for  Seth  J.  Axtell  in  his  work.  He  went  to  Long  Beach, 
Calif.,  about  1915,  where  he  died  June  17,  1920,  and  was 
buried  at  Blue  Rapids,  Kansas.

“Mrs.  Lyon  is  known  for  her  intense  interest  in  agriculture 
and  the  development  of  the  city  of  Sioux  Falls,  Minnehaha 
County,  and  the  State  of  South  Dakota.  The  passing 
years  seem  to  increase  rather  than  diminish  her  civic  ac¬ 
tivities.  In  1938  the  county  needed  a  fairground.  Mrs. 
Lyon  made  a  gift  to  the  county  of  a  valuable  fifty  acre  tract 
adjoining  Sioux  Falls,  and  the  county  fair  proved  success¬ 
ful.  In  1942  she  made  an  additional  gift  of  eighty  acres 
additional  to  what  she  had  already  given  and  adjacent  to 
the  Big  Sioux  River.  This  fairground  is  one  of  the  show 
places  of  South  Dakota.  In  memory  of  her  late  husband, 
it  has  been  dedicated  and  is  known  as  the  William  H.  Lyon 
Fairground.  As  a  member  for  years  of  the  History  Club, 
an  affiliate  of  the  General  Federation  of  Woman’s  Clubs, 
Mrs.  Lyon  became  convinced  that  the  organization  should 
have  a  permanent  home.  She  aroused  the  interest  of  the 
members  by  the  gift  of  a  city  lot  for  that  purpose  in  1939. 
With  this  foundation,  the  ladies  went  to  work  and  now 
have  a  very  attractive  brick  club  house  well  located  and 
equipped  for  the  convenience  of  the  membership.  Mrs. 
Lyon  was  the  first  president  of  the  South  Dakota  State 
Federation  of  Woman’s  Clubs,  a  charter  and  life  member 
of  the  Minnehaha  County  Flistorical  Society,  and  for  mam- 
years  was  a  member  of  the  executive  board  of  Sioux  Falls 
College.  In  spite  of  political  changes  Mrs.  Lyon  has  been 
appointed  and  is  an  outstanding  member  of  the  Sioux  Falls 
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Park  Board,  this  is  in  recognition  of  her  civic  mindedness. 
The  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  Sioux  Falls  Parks,  due 
in  no  small  degree  to  her  activities,  is  always  remarked 
upon  by  visitors  to  our  city.  The  real  value  to  the  com¬ 
munity  of  a  civic  minded  woman  was  shown  in  1939  by 
the  annual  award  of  the  Cosmopolitan  Club  to  Mrs.  Lyon 
of  a  gold  pin,  as  Sioux  Falls’  most  distinguished  citizen. 
No  higher  compliment  could  be  paid  to  anyone.” 

The  latest  gift  by  Mrs.  Lyon  is  that  of  a  large  tract  of 
land  adjoining  a  public  park  given  by  Mr.  Lyon  16  years 
before,  this  land  has  been  highly  improved  as  a  private 
park,  with  its  sunken  garden,  its  lily  pool  made  with 
colored  rock  gathered  from  a  dozen  states,  its  flower  vases, 
its  pergola  and  walks,  this  gift  was  made  in  1944.

1883  he  graduated  as  M.  D.  from  Bellevue  Hospital  Medi¬ 
cal  College  and  the  same  year  founded  the  “Axtell  Hospi¬ 
tal”  in  Newton,  and  it  has  attained  a  high  standing  among 
hospitals.  In  1924  Dr.  Axtell  gave  the  hospital  to  the  State 
Convention  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ,  and  is  now  called  the 
“Axtell  Christian  Hospital.”  Dr.  Axtell’s  fame  was  by  no 
means  local.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  City  Council  of  his  own  home  town,  President  of 
the  Kansas  State  Medical  Society,  President  of  the  Kan¬ 
sas  State  Hospital  Association,  as  well  as  Secretary  of  the 
same,  a  member  of  the  Kansas  State  Board  of  Health,  a 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Registration  and  Exemption 
during  World  War  I,  Prof,  of  Orthopedic  Surgery  (College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons)  Medical  Dept.,  University  of 
Kansas.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  Shriner  and  a  member  of 
the  Congregational  Church.  A  few  years  ago,  the  Doctor 
and  his  wife  visited  the  Axtell  Ancestral  home  in  Berk- 
hamstead,  England,  saw  the  house  where  Col.  Daniel  Ax¬ 
tell  lived  and  the  old  fort  where  his  soldiers  were  quartered, 
copied  the  records  of  the  Axtells  from  the  Parish  Church. 
He  was  very  much  interested  in  this  genealogy  to  which  he 
contributed  generously.  He  died  Feb.  20,  1937  while  on  a 
trip  to  Calif.
